Congressman Englebright Will 
“Do My Best” To Get Funds 
For Repair Of Storm Damage 


The plea for funds for the repair of 
storm damage in the National Forests 
of California, voiced by the El Dorado 
County Chamber of Commerce and 
supported by other agencies, has been 
answered by Congressman Harry L. 
Englebright with a promise that he 
will “do my best to have funds allo- 
cated” for this work. 

This was the answer received in a 
letter Wednesday by the Chamber of 
Commerce from Mr. Englebright, in 
reply to a telegram sent last week by 
the Chamber of Cimmerce pointing 
out the great amount of damage done 
in the forests of the state by the storm 
of December 10 and 11. 

The Chamber of Commerce had 
pointed out to Congressman Engle- 
bright that damage in the National 
Forests of the state would total ap- 
promimately $1,750,000 of which ap- 
proximately $40,000 was done on Eldo- 
rado Forest, and urged upon him the 
importance of sponsoring legislation to 
repair the damage, in the interest of 
safeguarding the forests against fire 
and restoring their recreational use 
during the coming summer. 

The plea of the Chamber was sup- 
ported locally by the Placerville Lions, 
Placerville Porlor No. 9. N. S. G. W,, 
and Placerville Ski Club, and also was 
supported and endorsed by the Sacra- 
mento Valley Council of the State 
Chamber of Commerce at its meeting 
On Friday last at Sacramento.

HAWAI HOP 


Naval Bombers Complete Trip 
In 20 Hours, 30 Minutes, To 
Establish New Service Record 


PEARL HARBOR, Honolulu, T. H., 
(P—The Navy completed its greatest 
mass flight in history today when 18 
of its huge bombers settled here after 
a 2,570-mile over-water flight from 
San Diego. 

The official elapsed time of 20 hours 
and 30 minutes established a new navy 
record between California and Hawaii. 

The first of the 14-ton, two motor- 
ed “flying battleship” landed at 5:49 a. 
m. (PST). 

Thereafter the ships, carrying a to- 
tal complement of 127 officers and men, 
came to halt at regular intervals at the 
mid-Pacific air base at which they will 
headquarter. 

The time was the fastest ever record- 
ed by the navy in a long mass flight 
although it was approximately two 
hours slower than the navy had hoped. 
Strong headwinds slowed the bombers 
on the first half of the long trip. 

The first ship to land carried Lt. 
Commander S. H. Warner, in charge 
of the flight. 

He said the trip was uneventful and 
that, while the first half was uphill 
(against the wind),, the last half was 
down hill (with the wind at the tail). 
The squadrons flew their charted route 
except once when they bore Slightly to 
the south. 
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The normal to February 1 is 21.4194 
inches.

Newsom’s father was killed by an In- | 
dian’s arrow in 1872 as he plowed in a} 
field on the famous old Goodnight 
ranch of the Texas Panhandle. His 
mother attempted to maintain the 
family, but two months later she, too, 
was slain by a party of marauding | 
Cheyennes when she went to the spring | 
for water. 

The Indians carried Newsom, aged 5, | 
his 17 year old sister and 3 year old, 
brother to Oklahoma and reared them 
with other children in their village. 
Newsom was taught to make bows and 
arrows; to eat parched grasshopper, 
baked terrapin-in-the-shell, and roast- 
ed rattlesnake. 


The white children stayed with the 
Cheyennes for 10 years, spoke their! 
language and adopted their customs. 
When he was 14, Newsom saw the first 
woman since his mother’s death. When 
he was 15, Newsom and his brother and 
sister were sent to live with the Sem- 
jinole tribe, where a young missionary 
school teacher fell in love with him. 
After fulfilling a promise to her to at- 
tend school for five years, Newsom | 
married her. 


FARM EXPORTS LIKELY TO ’ 


TOP FIVE-YEAR | 
HIGH |

WASHINGTON (lP)—Exports of Am- 


erican agricultural products are in- 
creasing, and the outlook for 1938 is 
brighter than for any year since 1932, 
according to trade experts of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The improving trade situation re- 
sults, the experts said, from extraord- 
inary large crops last year and _ in-| 
creased purchase of American farm 
products by Europe. 

Short crops in 1934 and 1936 result- 
ing from severe drouths gave the United 
States an unfavorable agriculturai 
trade balance. Huge quantities of 
corn, wheat, other grains and meat 
products were imporied, principally 
from Sout America. 


America’s principal export item is 
cotton. In the last five months of 1937 
the United States exported 3,327.000 
bales, an increase of 281,000 bales over 
the same period of 1936. This gain 
was made despite a reduction of 660.- 


000 bales in Japanese purchases.
